biting three men before his ca- 
reer was terminated. 

The dog is said to h?ve been 
owned by parties in Missouri, 
who ordered a negro to kill him, 
» an epidemic of hypdrophobia 
exists across the river. Instead 
of killing the <&Uie, the negro 
brought him over to Hickman on 
tiie ferry Saturday. From that 
tune until Monday afternoon, the 
dog was at large and fighting 
every dog he came in eontaol 
w "»th. The first person attacked 
^as * negro hi West Hickman, 
■■d when he got away from rh. 
vicious canine his overalls were 
almost torn off, but the bites 
never broke the skin. A fan 
ham* later h e attacked and bit 
in the leg a young man by the 
"ame of Prentiss. He had just 
alighted from the train. The 
next victim was Pat l^eary , an N 
* • & St. L. engineer, who, about 
six o clock Mondav morning was 
on his way to W.J, Cook s for 
breakfast. He was bilten in 
ral places on the lower limbs 
< iu« Cook was next attacked, but 

baring on high top boots, he hii«- 
eeeded iu kicking the dog ,.f: 
without Ijeing bitten. Berry Cook 
procured a shotgun and fired 
three shots at him, hut lie escap- 
ed, going towards Hast Hickman. 
At Dr. Frather Curl in s he stop 
ped long enough to kill five fine 
collie puppies. 

This was the hurt, heard of the 
dog until he was found in the 
yard of Alfred Bouee, 4'/- miles 
•south of town. Bonee tried to 
run the dog away, but was bitten 
for his inhospitality. He secur- 
ed a gun and retaliated b> killing 
the unwelcome guest. Sheriff 
Huddleston and others, who bad 
been hunting the dog, -were noti- 
fied and brought the dog's car- 
cass to town. The head was cut 
ott and expressed to Bowling 
Creen, Tuesday, for examination. 

If the dog was afflicted with 
rabies, as is generally believed, 
his victims will hasten to take* 
the Pasteur treatment. Theeoon 
ty and city authorities will also 
be ceopelh-d t<| take some net ion 
r.-galdllig other dogs, as many 
are known to have been bitten by 
the eollie, and probably any num 
ber of live stock. Several dog 
have already been killed as 
precaution.

It is unlawful 
for any corporation, partnership 
or firm to employ a person who 
has not been successfully vacci- 
nated within seven years and 
they are subject to fines for so 
doing. All scImm>1 children must 
also be vaecina.ted.

by the special session of the Legis- 
lature. The proposed measures 
cast aside the uniform nde of 
taxation provided for in our con- 
st it ution and proposes measures 
exempting certain classes of prop- 
erty from county and municipal 
taxation altogether. The State 
taking revenue from all our 
property and yet depriving the 
counties and cities from getting 
sufficient revenue to run the lo- 
cal governments. As a matter of 
right and justice the State * 
►nly entitled to about one-fourth 
of the taxes collected for all pur- 

- the State the big end of 
the revenue, leaving the counties 
and cities to take care of them- 
selves. 

The county and city officials 
will readily appreciate what this 
means to their constituents. The 
exemptions authorized by the 
terms of the Special Tax Commit- 
tee Bills will immediately create 
large deficits in the county and 
city revenue, which must be made 
up by adding the deficit created, 
to the tax burdens of real estate. 
There is no other way to get thia 
revenue, since the counties and 
cities are not permitted to tax 
the great bulk of intangible prop- 
erty in the State. The injustice 
is further illustrated where the 
tax rate in some localities is very 
high ; real estate bearing the fuH 
rate of taxation, sometimes ** 
much as $3.00; while 
property, in the form of 
notes, etc., is. allowed the low 
rate of 40 cents, and money at 
Jie rate of 10 cents on the $100, 
for taxation. Thus it will be seen 
under the proposed law, that scene 
classes of property will be taxed 
from seven to thirty times as high 
as other classes of property in 
the same locality.

With prices as they are now 
>n. hi v grave questions are con- 
fronting us. Take, for instance, 
T hiit of seed for planting. With 
potatoes wholesaling at .£5.50 \h.t 
bushel, can the potato raisers ^cr 
will they) afford the enormous 
'Utlay necessary to plant an acre- 
agc sufficient to surpass the crop, 
of 1916, or even to equal it? If' 
the crop is not increased we can 
hardly look for a reduction in 
price— unless tlic goveriunent jails 
r !ie ui#Jrui>uloiis food speculators. 

Will the usual acreage <;f. spring 
wheat aiul oiits be sown, with 
these graiits at their present al- 
ost prohibited p rices f or will 
the fanner ligure that he can 
lean up enough profit on a 
smaller crop? 

Kvcn the good hous4-wi fc 's on- 
ion patch is in danger of shrink- 
age, owing to the enormoiaj rise 
m the price of this odorouti vege- 
table.

Such a 
course would Juave tlhe effect ol 
reducing the south s production 
f foodstuffs even below nor- 
mal, thus further eomplicat ing 
the f<M»d situation.
